FATE OF MISSING 
POSTMAN. 


UNSOLVED WATERFORD 
MYSTERY.

WATERFORD, Monday. 


The identity of the men who, appar- 
ently, are inspecting the graveyards in 
the vicinity of Stradbally, from which 
place Laurence Griffin, the Kilmacthomas 
postman, disappeared on Christmas 
Night, remains unknown. This morning 
four men in civilian clothes visited the 
cemetery of Ballylaneen at about 7.30 
a.m. and carried with them long iron 
rods. The graveyard was closely in- 
spected, but no graves were dug up. The 
men were seen entering the graveyard by 
persons resident in the neighbourhood, 
and they remained for a lengthy period. 

In the face of these interferences, Chief 
Superintendent O’ Mara, who is in charge 
of the Waterford area, to-day gave a 
direct denial that any graves had been 
touched. He stated that none of the 
Civic Guards in this area opened graves, 
nor had they any authority todo anything 
of that kind. Thus the mystery deepens. 
On the one hand, there is absolute 
evidence that graves have been interfered 
with, people in the locality have seen 
men enter the graveyards, and, on the 
other hand, there is no explanation of 
the movements of these strangers. Several 
of the graves show round holes about half 
an inch in diameter, which would indicate 
that these men probe the graves with iron 
rods. : 

Superintendent Meehan, who gave 
evidence at the last Court, left Waterford 
to-day, apparently tc attend a police con- 
ference in Dublin. 


POLICE RETICENCE. 


Chief Superintendent O'Mara, after 
making the siate nent referred to above, 
left for the .Stradbally area, where he 
spent the greater portion of the day con- 
sulting with his officers. It is generally 
felt that the Civic Guards are on the eve 
of the discovery of the body; but, as the 
Guards refuse to allow any information 
concerning their activities to leak out, the 
matter is one of speculation. 

Superintendent O’Mara also was ques- 
tioned in regard to his new line of 
investigation, and he replied: “I have 
told you we are not searching graves, and, 
beyond that, you may draw whatever 
conclusion you choose as to what course 
we are pursuing.” 

James Fitzgerald has been interrogated 
again by the authorities. Three Civic 
Guards, it is understood, took him to the 
barrack, where he remained for five 
hours, after which he returned home.

SEQUEL TO FRIDAY’S 
_ WILD SCENES. 


SPEAKER’S 
RULING. 


ACTION OF FIANNA 
FAIL PARTY.

OLLOWING the wild scenes in the 
Dail last Friday, when Mr. Blythe 
moved the closure and the second reading 
of the Greater Dublin Bill was carried 
by a majority of 13, the Fianna Fail 
Party has put down on the Order Paper 
a vote of censure on Mr, Hayes; the 
Speaker, who is accused of partisanship 
and acting against the rights of minorities 
in the Dail 
The resolution, which, 
will. be moved by Mr. Frank Fahy. 
(Fianna Fail, Galway), reads:—‘‘ That 
the Dail is of opinion that the action 
of the Ceann Comhairle in accepting the 
motion to closure the debate on the second 
reading of the Local Government (Dublin) 
Bill, 1929, was partisan and an infringe- 
ment of the rights of the minority.” 


AFTER QUESTIONS. 

The censure motion will be taken imme- 
diately after questions to-morrow. In 
normal circumstances a motion might have 
to wait for weeks, or even months, for 
consideration by the Dail; but it is the 
view of the Government that it would be 
unfair to the Speaker to allow this par- 
ticular motion to remain longer on the 
Order Paper than is absolutely necessary, 
and that it should take precedence over all 
other business. Hence the decision to con- 
sider it to-morrow. 

A nice problem of usage and procedure 
arises in connection with the motion. It 
was thought by some yesterday that Mr. 
D. Morrissey, the Deputy Speaker, would 
occupy the chair during the debate on the 
motion, but I am authoritatively assured 
that the Speaker himself will. preside. 

When the closure was carried on Friday 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly described the 
Speaker’s acceptance of the motion as 
““a disgraceful and outrageous judgment ”’ 
and said that the Speaker was ‘‘ the tool 
of a party.’ 


CAT-CALLS AND SHOUTS. 

The sitting concluded amid ecat-calls and 
shouts of ‘‘ He must do something for his 
friends of the Cumann na. nGaedheal 
Party.” : 

I am told that the Government is deter- 
mined to stand by the main principles of 
the Greater Dublin Bill. Mr. Mulcahy 
will, however, introduce several amend- 
ments to make clear his contention ‘‘jat 
the City Manager is not all-powerful 
under the bill, and that any reasonable 
suggestion or request made by the Dublin 
City Council or “the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Council’’ must be. carried into 
effect. 

One novel suggestion is that the pro- 
posed ‘‘ Dun Laoghaire Borough Council ”’ 
should be named instead “the Rathdown 
Borough Council.” 

So far no amendments to the bill have 
been tabled, but these,- when they -are 
drafted, may run into a-hundred or more. 
The Fianna Fail Party has a special com- 
mittee working on the preparation of 
amendments, and several Lahour and 
Independent members “re engaged on the 
same task. |

4 thrilling and authentic description ot 
the lion-spearing display, before the Prince 
of Wales by Masai tribesmen was given 
by ‘one of the Royal purty. The display 
took place on Friday. morning, when two 
lions were speared by the native warriors 
in full view of the Prince, who obtained 
with his cinematograph. camera whut he 
‘hopes will be a. splendid record of this 
enthralling spectacle. 

About a hundred ferocious - lookiny 
Masai in the battle array, bedecked with 
their warpaint and feathers, and armed 
with spears and shields, took part in the 
rounding up of what they believed to be 
two, but turned out to be three, lions. 


their objective. the. Masai. tribesmen 
divided into thres parties, one of which 
advanced ‘from in the front of the spot 
where the lions were lying, while the 
other two parties carried out what weie 
intended to be flanking movements. 


PLAN MISCARRIES. 

In their eagerness to attack, however, 
the centre party advanced too quickly and 
outdistanced the flanking parties, who had 
no time to reach their pre-arranged. posi- 
tions. The fact that the scheduled plans 
went somewhat astray added to, rather 
than detracted from, the exciting scenes 
which followed. 

The Prince of Wales, the Governor, Sir 
Edward Greig; Lord Delamere, Captain 
Finch-Hatton, Baron von Blixen and the 
Game Warden, Captain Ritchie, advanced 
behind the right flanking party. Lord 
Delamere, as one of the few people know- 
ing the Masai language, acted as inter- 
preter. It is noteworthy that he is on: 
of East Africa's original “ white hunters,”’ 
and the first man to shoot a hundred 
lions here, 


QUARRY SURROUNDED. 


When the lions detected the advancing 
natives. they immediately retreated to 
thick cover.in a deep donga some distance 
behind. There the Masai: warriors sur: 
rounded them, ‘and, with wild shoutings 
and fierce brandishing of their shields an‘ 
a Bes rushed on to their quarry from 
all sides. ~ It was difficult,.in the last 
dusty whirl dark bodies, spears 
and shields, fot the Prince to 
see exactly how the’ warriors despatched 
the first . lion, . but . he was. busy 
most of the time in taking moving 
pictures. Two lions, one a particularly 
fine spec’ i with a black .aane, “were 
killed—transfixed with many spears. ‘ne 
other lion succeeded in escaping up the 
Donga. 

The Prince took numerous cinema 
pictures of the hunt, and was also in at 
the death of the second lion. Although 
hunters were present with rifles to use if 
need be, not a shot was fived throughout. 

After the hunt the Masai offered the 
lions’ skins to the Prince, but he declared, 
to the warriors’ intense delight, that they 
were entitled to them, as the lions were 
their kill. :

‘DUTY OF GOVERNMENT

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—-Mr. Gandhi's long-promised 
*‘ ultimatam ” to Lord Irwin is at last on 
its way from Ahmedabad to Delhi. 

It has been expected ever since’ the 
Lahore Congress authorised ‘its Executive 
Committee, ‘‘ whenever they deem 'fit,”’ 
to call upon their supporters to carry out 
the programme of civil disobedience which 
Mr. Gandhi and his extremist. allies were 
to Poe: The delay, in its dispatch 
need not be ascribed to any other motive 
than the desire to prepare the ground by 
those methods of propaganda—vague 
threats described. as ‘‘ warnings,’’ meta: 
physical — disquisitions designed to 
strengthen uneasy consciences, public 
self-examination in the columns of Young 
India, sketches of ‘‘ non-violent’’ methods 
of non-co-operation—of which the 
Mahatma is an acknowledged master. 


SALT AND CLOTH. 


The necessary publicity having been 
thus obtained, Mr. Gandhi has taken the 
first step in his campaign against the 
joint conference which is to follow the 
publication. of the Statutory Commission s 
report. Its terms have not yet been 
published, but the plans of campaign that 
have been. foreshadowed in Mr. Gandhi's 
organ and elsewhere make it clear that 
the Government of India will be sum- 
moned, in effect, to cease from governing, 
and that its inevitable refusal will be 
followed. by a campaign directed, in the 
first instance, against the salt monopoly 
and afterwards extended against the sale 
of foreign cloth and the payment of taxes. 


THE NECESSARY STEPS. 


It is hardly necessary to point out that 
the adoption by any: large number . of 
Indians of the policy of passive resistanc 
to the law ak of interference with the 
rights and duties of citizens will compe! 
the Government to take such steps as 
may be necessary for the maintenance of 
order and for the defence. of the general 
interest against an irresponsible agita- 
tion. Théy know best what steps to take

in order to dea] with what Lord Irwin 
has lately described as the ‘‘ unconstitu-

Mr. Gandhi and bis <llies have given 
them time to prepare their counter- 
measures. They may be trusted not to 
mike martyrs annecessarily, and at the 
same time to repress the violent outbreaks 
which will inevitably follow the campaign 
of “non-violent”. resistance to the law. 


GANDHI’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Mr. Gandhi had more than thirty years’ 
experience of the political ‘orld. By this 
time he must realise the certain eonse- 
quences of any success that his exhorta- 
tions may achieve, or have the flattery of 
his followers and his own vicarious 
penances for their excesses deprived him 
at last of all sense of responsibility? 

There is another explanation of his 
attitude. His extrem’st allies—some of 
whom have publicly professed their 
sympathv with violent revolution, while 
others find a ‘multitude of exeuses for 
political. crime—are clearly alarmed by 
the prospect. that the. three-party con- 
ference between the British Government.
